Every American who values the 


credit and self-respect of his coun- 
try will be grateful to President 
Wilson for his eloquent denuncia- 
tion of mob violence and for his on- 
ly too convincing demonstration of 
its injurious effects on the success of 
American^.war aims. It is becom- 
ing an appalling evil, which is injur- 
ing American reputation for self- 
control and/fair play in.Europe and 
which is regarded- with altogether 
too much complacency by American 
public opinion. Indeed the evil'is so 
general and deep seated that. the 
President's exhortation will not, we 
are afraid, avail to reduce its enor- 
mity. . Lynching will not voluntarily 
be abandoned as the result of per- 
suasion. It will have to be stamped 
out by force, and hitherto the mu- 
nicipal authorities or local security 
league's and defense societies, have 
not exhibited any sufficient disposi- 
tion to stamp 
it out. Americans 


have long indulged, a habit of mob 
•dolence and a war such as this in-' 
evitably'brings" to the surface all 
the failings and-anomalies in the or- 
ganization''^^ morale of a nation. 
We shall not understand and remedy 
the current outbreak of mob violence 
unless we frankly interpret it as one 
result of-the existing war psychol- 
ogy of the American people and.'base 
our remedies on this interpretation. 


It would be salutary for public 


opinion to recognize one disagree- 
able but unquestionable fact in con- 
nection with American mob violence. 
It takes -place in almost all cases 
with the connivance and in many cas- 
es with the actual assistance of the 
('better element" of any community 
in which it occurs. Such connivance 
or assistance exists at the present 
time. The facts upon which. the 
President's protest is based are no- 
torious. Yet .they meet with .'com- 
paratively Httle reprobation or/even 
notice either from the newspapers 
or from public speakers. There is 
no indication thafr.tEe-ffreatimaJority 


of those people who' do most to mould 
public opinion in this country are 
particularly shocked-at the presence 
of mob violence ard other evidences 
of collective moral disintegration. 
They arc even doinjj practically noth- 
ing'to prevent it, They are even 
doing something to encourage it. A 
mob consists in a crowd of excited 
credulous, highly suggestible 
anc 


sometimes apprehensive human be- 
ings who are swept away by a com- 
mon emotion and wliile under its 
hypnotic influence consider any op 
position to their will a justifiabli 
occasion for 
immediate 
violence 


This s'tate of mini is being assidu 
ously cultivated by many of oui 
respected fellow-citizens and certain 
public officials. • Those .who do no 
encourage it certainly fail to pro 


ly curiosity as;they1 hitherto ap- 
proached the corresponding -lack- of 
pugnacity with which.- the: Russian 
people expect to realize'.a.similar in- 
ternational programme: 


The incompatibility between the 
merican state of'mind: in 1916 and 
M American state,.of...mind today 
s-not as flagrant as it'seems. Our 
xisting pugnacity and .intolerance 
s the reaction which an intensely 
atriotic and essentially political peo- 
le would naturally pass through 
uririf the earlier stages of a war^ 
participation in which had for a 
while feared, and 
shirked. 
The 


American nation is more-bellicose, 
ntolerant and 'headstrong than its 
European allies, precisely because of 
ts 
former 
irresponsibility. Two 


-ears ago-it was trying to be indif- 
ereht to the moral' issues involved 
>y the war. Up to the end of 1916 
he government, with the support of 
he preponderant element in Amer- 
can public opinion, was working on 
he assumption that American na- 
ional unity depended on maintain- 
ng a neutral isolation with respect 
to the European war.' In acting on 
;his assumption the utmost latituae 
was allowed1 to all kinds of pro-Ally, 
pro-German, 'pacifist, militarist and 
lationalist, and socialist propagan- 
da and activities. In 1917 the na- 
tion was obliged suddenly to aban- 
don this 
assumption. After 
the 


German government forced war up- 
on a revolutionary reversal of feel- 
ing. Instead of preserving isolation 
we were committed to a policy of 
mortgaging the future productive 
ability of the American people and 
risking the lives of dearly beloved 
fellow-citizens in a quarrel of Eu- 
ropean origin which had to be fought 
out on European soil; Probably the 
needed revolution in feeling could 
hot have taken place without some 
measure of calculated violence both 
in opinion and policy. At any rate, 


admitted, an obstacle to American 
political victory in the war whicn 
had to be suppressed by some mea- 
sure of force. It was their own be- 
havior which compelled the govern-

Adjutant General Holway 


Sends Letter to All 


Guard Officers 


Adjutant General Orlando Holway 


today issued a statement regarding 
the use of the state guards in round- 
ing up s lackers. 


"It is believed to be fur the wiser 


plan," says Adjutant General Hol- 
way in a letter to guard officers to- 
d»y, "to employ the services of theie 
civilian officers of justice, sufficient- 
ly increased in numbers by volun- 
teers who should be distinguished by 
badge and deputized, than to make 
unnecessary show of arms and mil- 
'itary fore*." 


Following is the order sent out 


by General Holway to the command- 
ing officers of the state guards re- 
garding the use of tvoops: 


• "In answer 
to applications 
for 


the use of members of the Wisconsin 
State Guard and Wisconsin State 
Guard .Rijsorve companies in con- 
nection with efforts of local boards 
and civil authorities in rounding up 
draft slackers, the following reply 
.Is published for the information and 
government of all concerned: 


"The objection to the use of 


organized state troops in 'slack- 
er' round-ups 
lies mainly in 


their lack of authority to ar- 
rest. It is very evident that 
their use in connection with the 
draft is,not contemplated by the 
selective 
service 
regulations 


and, in the opinion of this de- 
partment,, they should 
be so 


used only in 
extraordinary 


emergencies with which police 
officials and their deputies can- 
not cope. 


"No such situation has devel- 


oped within the borders of this 
state, nor is believed likely to 
arise. The selective service law 
and regulations specially desig- 
nate and enjoin nil police offi- 
cials, state or federal, by what- 
ever name known, to give aid to 
local boards in the execution of 
the selective service law. They 
only, and the deputies whom 
they may appoint, have power 
to arrest and confine lor viola- 
tion of the law.
